night is bad enough but Saturday and 
Sunday nights the crowds are larger, 
and. their conduct more shameful.

DEATH OF GEORGE N. BARNARD. 


George N. Barnard, for more than 
30 years an honored resident of Me- 
thuen, and a well known Grand Army 
man, died Wednesday at Mag- 
nolia, aged‘64 years. Heart disease was 
the cause of death. The body will be 
brought to Methuen and the funeral 
Will be held at 2 o'clock Saturday from 
the home of his son Charles M. Barn- 
ard, 51 Pleasant street. 

Mr. Barnard was born In 
on July 21, 1841, the son of Isaac O. 
Barnard, He attended the _ public 
schools of that town and upon finish- 
ing his schooling, learned the shoema- 
ker’s trade, which he followed for many 
years, — 

At the outbreak of the civil war he 
volunteered his services and enlisted 
on Aug. 4, 1861, as a private in Com- 
pany H, First Mass: Heavy artillery 
to serve three years..He was discharz- 
ed on July :8, 1864 by reason of expira- 
tion of service. His three years were 
not up, but he had been credited with 
the time the regiment had served 
before he joined it and was entitled to 
an honorable discharge. 

He leaves a wife and rour grown up 
children all of whom = are married, 
They are Edward A. Barnard of Cain- 
bridge, Mrs. Levi U. Lowell and 
Charles M.’ Barnard of this-town and

Standard Oil In Santa Fe. 

Henry H. Rogers and Henry C. 
Frick were Feb. 8 elected to the board 
of directors of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe railroad, which bas here- 
tofore been controlled by E. J. Berwind 
and his associates. 

This means that E. H. Harriman and 
the Standard Oil interests have acquir- 
ed very heavy holdings in the Atchi- 
son railroad and will hereafter have an 
important influence in its management 
and policy. Wall street financiers look 
upon this as a preliminary step toward 
the welding together in one great sec- 
tion of the railroad systems of the west, 
embracing Northern Pacific, Great 
Northern, Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, Union Pacific, Southern Pa- 
cific, Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, 
Oregon Short Line, Oregon Railway and 
Navigation, Central Pacific and Illi- 
nois Central. 

These roads will be controlled by a 
joint or, rather, mutual ownership of 
stock and will be just as firmly asso- 
ciated as the three principal systems 
were combined in the Northern Securi- 
ties company, whose corporate existence 
was terminated by the United. States 
supreme court last year. 


Lower Rates to Seaboard. 

Following the announced cut of ex- 
port grain rates by the Burlington to 
14% cents a hundred from Omaha to 
New York, the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul and the Chicago Great West- 


.ern published rates of 13 cents a hun- 


dred to New York, 12 cents to Phila- 
delphia and 11% cents to Baltimore. 
This was just about half the normal 
rates froin the Missouri river to the At- 
lantic. This was expected to bring the 
gulf railtoads to terms, as they could 
not further réduce their rates without 
going fat’ below the actual cost of 
transportation.

This <akes the 
place of the three cent fare within a 
two mile zone, a-plan which is said to 
have been neither profitable to the 
company hor popular with the people. 


Million For Steel Employees. 

The United States Steel corporation 
announced that a cash bonus of about 
$1,000,000 would be distributed among 
its employees. It is expected that this 
will benefit fully 5,000 employees. At 
the close of the December quarter the 
corporation reported unfilled orders of 
4,696,203 tons, which, with January or- 
ders, bring the total up to about 5,200,- 
000 tons.

A New Labor Bill. 

A bill to regulate labor troubles and 
check precipitated strikes ordered by 
unreasonable labor leaders has been 
prepared by Professor George D. Wa- 
trous of Yale university and _ intro- 
duced in the Connecticut assembly. 
Mr. Watrous is also the counsel for 
the New Haven railroad. The Dill 
provides for a board of arbitration to 
consist of two employees and two di- 
rectors of the corporation involved, 
with the attorney general of the state 
as the fifth member. This board is to 
take up any dispute that may arise 
and report upon tt witkin one week, 
during which time neither side is to be 
allowed to take any’ action. It also 
provides that no strike shall be effec- 
tive without three days’ notice to the 
corporation and that no company can 
increase the hours of labor or decrease 
the wages without three days of no- 
tice. No workmen shall be allowed to 
quit until the day’s work has been fin- 
ished, and no employer can discharge 
his help without paying for the entire 
day. A penalty of $100 fine or thirty 
days’ imprisonment~-or both is pro- 
vided.

Tunnel Under Detroit River. 

Detroit hears that as a result of the 
recent unification of the Vanderbilt 
roads a tunnel will be soon constructed 
under the Detroit river by the Vander- 
bilt interests. 


More New York Tunnels. 

It was announced at Philadelphia 
that the Pennsylvania railroad would 
spend $2,000,000 for the construction 
of two tunnels through Bergen hill, 
Hoboken, to connect with those under 
the North river. The new tunnels will 
be “twins” and will’each be a mile 
and a quarter long.

Changing of the Sun Spots. 

Professor Brashear of’ Allegheny, 
after making several observations of 
the sun, announced that’ the various 
nuclei of the largest sun spot had coal- 
esced into three quite large nuclei and 
that the tongue of flame had extended 
from the eastern side across the entire 
central area of the spot. He also dis- 
covered two other spots on the extreme 
western side. These were surrounded 
by faculae, which the professor says 
indicate “the violent explosions that 
have sent the gases thousands of miles 
high until they reach a temperature 
sufficiently cool to solidify them, when 
they fall back into the sun again.”

COMMUNICATION 


The Town as a Business Proposition. 


Mr, Editor: 

The town of Andover receives and 
pays out more than $150,000 in a year, 
and more than twice that sum, if we 
count loans. How many of our tax- 
payers ever looked upon this as a busi- 
ness in Which we are a!] more or less in- 
terested as partners or stockholders? 

Are we carrying on the concern on 
business principles? Are we doing it 
anywhere nearly as well as a business 
(irm or corporation would do it? 

[ do not question the integrity of our 
town officers. Their qualifications for 
their several places are no greater or 
less than those of some others who 
would be willing to fillthem. If things 
do not go as well as they should I am 
disposed to think it is not so much the 
fault of these men as it is the lack of in- 
telligent system in the management of 
:own affairs. It is the.tendepcy of govern- 
ment departments, whether national, 
state or municipal to get to running in 
ruts, and no one seems to have the cour- 
age and capacity to pull them out. Our 
town’s system of accounting as shown 
by the annual reports seems to be unin- 
telligible in many particulars. We raise 
and expend large amounts of money each 
year and have put before us just before 
town meeting a great mass of figures 
without any adequate digest or summary. 

It would be easy and convenient to 
put the results into better shape and 
leave the items in detail to be looked at 
by any one interested. The blindest of 
all reports is that of Public Works. 
They have so many accounts and dis- 
tribute their receipts and expenditures 
among them in such manner as to ob- 
scure or. conceal the facts which the 
tax-payer desires to know and which 
should be plainly and simply set forth. 
It nowhere states the salaries of the 
superintendent and cashier, but we find 
Sxems charged to them under four or 
five heads and perliaps these added to- 
gether would inform us. All this dis- 
tribution of items under so.many heads 
might be well enough ina private water 
company and be interesting to experts 


s . 
to show how much of these salaries goes 


into the..cost of each foot of pipe laid 
and into each stroke of the pump, but I 
think it would be much more instructive 
t@ the. tax-payers to be told in. plain 
figures how many water takers there are, 
what they pay for water, Wat it costs 
to run the works, how much streetis 
watered, and-how much is or should be 
collected for it, and the like, rather than 
compel us to hunt: for the scattered 
items threugh numerous heads and then 
have to put them’ together to get all the 
facts. 

The town reports are deficient’ in 
another interesting particular. They 
fail to show hdw much the town owes at 
the end of the year, except the gross 
amount of notes for borrowed money and 
for water and sewer bonds. But there 
are always bills owing from some of the 
departments at the close of the ‘year 
which are a part of the town’s debt and 
yet do not anywhere appear. ‘The sel- 
ectmen, and heads of departments, 
should know what bills have been con- 
tracted and are unpaid, and the amounts 
of these should be stated in the report, 
that we may know where we stand. 

Our entire system of accounts should 
have a thorough overhauling, and while 
it is always easier to criticise than to 
improve I will suggest that a committee 
of three or more good business men be 
appointed to consider the matter. As- 
suming that they would perform an hon- 
orable service like this without compen- 
sation, I think a small appropriation 
should be put at their disposal to pay 
expenses of travel, in looking into the 
ways of other large towns, to see if they 
have better methods which Andover may 
adopt to her advantage. We have three 
auditors but what do they do beyond 
seeing if there is a voucher for each sum 
paid or claimed? ‘They have no control 
over expenditures, they cannot hold up 
any faked or unjust bill that may come 
in if it is approved by the department 
which is, or should be responsible for it. 
They approve the bills before payment 
but that approval is not any exercise of 


_ judgment or discretion, for they are not 


given any. The selectmen, overseers of 
the poor, school] department, fire depart 
ment or other agency contracting the 
bills are the only ones whose approval is 
intelligent and valuable. We must have 
an auditor, I suppose, but one is as use- 
ful as three or thirty in our case, 

The town will have to insist that its 
taxes be collected. We should knew 
each year just how: much of each pre- 
vious year’s levy remains uncollected, 
and the lists should be cleared by abate- 
ment of all old taxes that are uncollect- 
ible. It is not business to let taxes run 
on unpaid year after year. The law re- 
quires and fully provides for their col- 
lection, and once the slow ones found 
that they must; pay or be sold out, we 
should have none in arrears and could 
thereby avoid much borrowing of money.

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STORY OF A. V. 1. 8, 


What Has Bcenj Done in the Past Year 
Along Lines of a More Attractive 
Andover 


The annual meeting of the A. V.I.S. 
was held in Punchard hall on Monday 
evening. The attendance was not large, 
but those present enjoyed a treat in the 
address of Joseph Lee, vice-president of 
the Massachusetts Civic league, on “Play 
and Playgrounds.” Mr, Lee spoke very 
interestingly on the work of the league 
and what has been accomplished. He 
told of the new ideas of playgrounds and 
of the best games for children. 

Miss a J. Lincoln, secretary of 
the society, was unable to be present on 
account of illness. Her report giving in 
detail the work accomplished during the 
past year, was presented and accepted. 
The report was as follows: 

SECRETARY’S REPORT 

In the annals of our Society the past 
year will without- dotbt~ be known as 
the year of the ‘brown tail moth in- 
vasion, as it has given to most. of us our 
first glimpse of this pest and some in- 
sight into the possible’ havoc which it 
might cause to the trees of Andover in 
which we take such pride. 

With a view to giving our towns- 
people a better understanding of this 
enemy, an arrangement was made to 
co-operate with the Andover club in se- 
curing the services of Prof. A. “H. Hirk- 
land for a free lecture in the Town Hall, 
which was attended by a fair audience. 

The lecture was given a tew days pre- 
vious to a special town meeting called to 
consider the matter of an appropriation 
for the destruction of the nests. We 
are glad to record that the town real- 
ized the necessity for prompt and ef- 
fective action as shown by the generous 
appropriation to be expended in destroy- 
ing the nests.- 

We have also-engaged Mr. Playdon to 
canvass the centre of the town in search 
of the nests of this moth and report to 
each householder the condition of the 
trees on the place and urge their re- 
moval. & 

For financial assistance in the work of 
fighting this pest we are grateful to 
Prof. Johw P. Taylor and Mr. H. H. 
Tyer to whom we and the townspeople 
in general are.greatly indebted. 

Offsetting in, # measure the lharrow- 
ing fears in. regard to one evil we are 
glad ‘to report a lessening of another. 
In spite of the,usual offer of teh, cents a 
hundred for belts or’ nests of the tent 
caterpillar only 3141 belts were re- 
ceived against 50,139 collected last year. 
The children reported that they could 
not find them which shows that the 
persistent work along this line has been 
effective. The largest collection of 900 
belts, was made by Arthur Hoffman of 
the Bradlge School. . 

Only a small part of Mr. Tyer’s gift of 
$25 being used for this work the re- 
mainder was with his approval devoted 
to the brown tail moth destruction. 

Each year confirms our faith in the 
advisability of continuing the work of 
flower seed distribution and the award- 
ing of prizes among the children. In 
the. past year mapy more children 
bought seeds and a larger number ‘com- 
peted for the prizes than in previous 
years; added to this the fact that the stan- 
dard has been raised each year, a little 
more being expected of the prize win- 
ners than in the past, it will be seen 
that greater effort is being stimulated. 
The children are learning that a prize 
garden does not mean always the pretti- 
est garden, and that a weedy one hard- 
ens the visitor’s heart. 

One of the most astonishing of the 
prizé gardens last year Was found in a 
small back yard, shaded on three sides 
by buildings, the ground so hardened by 
the trampling of children’s feet that- not 
even the usual weeds grew in it, but the 
garden was a wonder, with zinnias grow- 
ing nearly five feet in height as if the 
blossoms were trying to climb up where 
they could get a glimpse of the sun. 

The visitors almost invariably find the 
parents interested in this work of the 
children, and they speak of the pleasure 
which the flowers have given to others 
as well The names of the prize winners 
are as follows:

Argentina Revolution Crushed. 

The revolutionary movement report- 
ed last week in Argentina was said to 
have reached such serious proportions 
that the government had declared the 
entire republic under martial law and 
had decided to mobilize the national 
guard. President Quintana and his 
cabinet held a continuous session. The 
movement -was believed to be instigat- 
ed by the radical party in collusion 
with part of the army. Later reports 
asserted that the revolution had been 
crushed. 


Japanese Medical Triumph. 

Much favorable comment has been 
made on the recently published statis- 
tics of the disease mortality in the Jap- 
anese armies. That of General Oku 
since it took the field in June last is 
said to have had only forty deaths from 
disease, ‘while of the 20,642 cases of 
sickness 18,500 recovered. There were 
138 cases of typhoid and only 342 of 
dysentery. This record is due large- 
ly to the temperate habits of the Jap- 
anese rank and file. 


Abdication of King Oscar. 
Announcement was made at Stock- 
holm Feb. 8 that King Oscar of 
Sweden and Norway had given up his 
throne in favor of Crown Prince Gus- 
taf. It was said that the ‘king was 
not well enough to meet the difficulties 
in the consular dispute between Sweden 
and Norway. Prime Minister Hagerup 
told the storthing that Norway must 
prepare to become a sovereign state. 
Oscar has been regarded as the most 
democratic king that ever lived, 


Rusuian Disorders Continue. 

Not only have the strike riots con- 
tinued throughout Poland and south 
Russia, but they have spread into Si- 
beria, -where mutinous soldiers have 
joined in destroying the railroad, Also 
a number of St. Petersburg factories 
again were closed. by strikers, The, 
nobles at tfascow and St. Petersburg 
joined in an appeal for a parliament. 
Fhe czar was said to be again checked 
in his liberal plans by the grand ducal 
influences. 5 


Gaynow and Greene Surrendered. 

The British privy council Feb. 8 ren- 
dered its decision in the celebrated ease 
of Benjamin D. Greene and John F. 
Gaynor, quashing the decisions of 
Judge t'agon of Quebec and sustaining 
the appeal.of the United -States. gov- 
ernment. Under this,decision Greene 
and G:aynor must be taken before Judge 
Lafontaine at Montreal who ~will de- 
cide whether they shall be extradited 
‘to Atlanta, Ga., to be tried for con- 
spiracy. 

The ‘coancil orders ted eecge 5? 
Gaynor, shall pay the costs of the ap- 
peal and caustically criticises Judge 
Caron for his “extraordinary interven- 
tion” to save them from justice. 

The crime for which Gaynor and 
Greene may now be brought to trial 
was the tirst to stain the reputation of 
the United States army corps of en- 
gineers for integrity. They are under 
indictment jointly with ex-Captain 
Oberlin M. Carter of the engineer corps 
charged with having: defrauded the 
government out of $2,000,000 in con- 
nection with harbor improvements at 
Savannah, Ga. 


Legal and Criminal. 


Chicago Tunnel Scandal. 

Several indictments have been return- 
ed in connection with the Chicago tun- 
nel scandal for perjury and falsification 
of city council records. Albert G,. 
Wheeler, who is named among those 
indicted, is president of the $50,000,000 
company. Others are Deputy City Clerk 
Ehrhorn and ex-City Clerk Loeffler. 
The forgery charged is that of securing 
a false eniry of the word “approved” in 
the reeord of the city council proceed- 
ings on Feb. 5, 1900. Mr. Wheeler de- 
elares that the indictment is the result 
of his refusal to submit to blackmail. 
The question involved was whether the 
present tunnel company was author- 
ized to use its conduits for the opera- 
tion of underground freight cars as 
well as for telephone wires, the first ob- 
ject in view when the original tele- 
phone company was organized. 


A Facetious Holdup Man. 

The New York police at last have 
captured and indentified the man _ be- 
lieved to be responsible for a number 
of daring holdups in the fashionable 
residence section of the city. He is a 
young man named Christopher Smyth, 
allas Sandrock, possessing considera- 


mor. In making his confession he told | 
how he could scarcely conceal his snick- | 
ers at the ease with which his victims | 
surrendered their money and valuables | 
when he suddenly confronted them | 
with his pistols. He said he had begun 
the business purely out of curiosity to}

Complete disre- 
gard of the injunction of the circuit 
court to observe its published rates was 
also charged. In consequence the com- 
mission asserts that no other individual 
could do business in competition with 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron company. 


Hoch Back to Chicago. 

In the custody of Chicago detectives 
John Hoch, the accused champion big- 
amist and suspected wife murderer, 
was taken from New York to Chicago 
last week to face his accusers. Curare, 
the most subtle and deadly poison 
known to modern science, is believed 
to have caused the death of Hoch’s 
wives. Dr. Springer is convinced the 
fatal drug was administered by means 
of engagement or wedding rings.

4quse Passes Rate Bill. 

The Townsend-Esch bill for federal 
regulation of interstate railroad rates, 
as approved by the administration, was 
passed Feb. 9 by an almost unanimous 
vote of the house, the Democrats final- 
ly lining up for it after failing to de 
feat the majority rule which prevented 
amendments and limited debate for 
daily sessions. 

Leader Williams of the minority and 
other Democrats gave the president full 
credit for bringing his party associates 
into line with what the Democrats 
claimed as their doctrine. Chairman 
Hepburn said the bill was in response 
to a popular demand. The Davey bill 
was first voted down on a party di- 
vision, and then the Townsend bill was 
passed by a vote of 326 to 17, eleven 
Republicans and five Democrats oppos- 
ing. 


Women to Vote In Kaneas. 

The Kansas house of representatives 
Feb. 9 passed the equal suffrage bill 
granting women the right to vote 
for presidential electors. It was_ re- 
garded as certain to be approved by 
the senate and signed by the governor.

League sent out a 
call to the societies interested in village 
improvement in its various aspects, to a 
sonference to be held in Boston, which 
resulted in the formation last April of 
the Massachusetts Conference for Town 
and Village Betterment. 

This organization by its lectures and 
literature will stimulate the workers, 
and arouse greater interest in those who 
come under its influence. Those of our 
directors who have attended the confer- 
ences report enthusiastically upon their 
helpfulness. | 

Perhaps some of our members may be 
interested to know that the ~Andover 
dump has received very flattering com- 
ments during the past year. As dumps 
go it evidently is a model, thanks to the 
generosity of the town, which makes an 
annual appropriation for its care, and to 
the oversight of Mr. Carter. In the 
early days of our society one of our wag- 
gish young men stated that. we were in- 
tending “to plant a pansy bed op te 
dump.”

hat we have done something better. 

Were the society to carry out al] the 
suggestions which have been offered as a 
part of our iegitimate work it would re- 
quire the purse of a Fortunatvs and 
more power than is possessed by any 
save an autocratic ruler. ;

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| CENSURED FOR DELAY IN BUILD. 
ING FILTER. 


The Monthly Bulletin prepared and 
Lublished at the office of the Rhode 
Island State Board of Health by the 
secretary, Gardner T, Swarts, M. D., 
contains the following article in re- 
gard to the filtration of. water for pub- 
lic use in Lawrence, and the present 
danger of a water tamine in the city: 

The city of Lawrence, the foster 
home of filtration for water purifica- 
tion, is indeed unfortunate. 

Although the first city to establish a 
filter plant, and having successfully 
shown its value as a purifier of pol- 
luted water, yet when the need comes 
to improve its method and to increase 
its filtering area, with An increase in 
censumption, it meets with much op- 
position and delay, as if no advance iu 
the knowledge of filtering methods 
had been made. 

It learned by experience several 
things: That a single bed area was 
unmanageable since it was necessary 
to throw the whole bed out of com- 
mission at. once, and filtration must 
cease while the bed is being cleaned—a 
eriod of one or two days, according to 
weather conditions—also that water is 
‘inclined to freeze in the winter months 
in a northern climate; that the cost 
of removal, even with the use of spe- 
cial mechanical appliances and ice ele- 
vators, added greatly to the expense 
of keeping the beds in working order. 

To correct these conditions an ap- 
propriation of $75,000.00 was made by 
the city authorities for the division of 
the bed into three parts and the erec- 
tion of a covering of groined masonry 
arches to protect the water from 
freezing on the beds. The plans were 
drawn up by the experienced engineer 
of the city, and were based upon expe- 
riences of well-established plants. 

At this stage, and before work could 
be commenced, wildcat propositions to 
furnish water for half the price were 
presented. by irresponsible agents, One 
offered to do the work by means of a 
system of sand filtration, having one 
bed superimposed over the other and 
air ducts introduced into the beds from 
each side for the presumed purpose of 
aerating the beds. a 

An electric purifying company alse 
offered to accomplish the supply of «& 
larger quantity of purified Water at a 
smaller cost. . A 

Fortunately, by the laws of Massa~- 
chusetts the State has control of the 
introduction of new water supplies, 
and all systems and sources of supply 
must meet with the approval of the 
board before they may be introduced. 
Upon examination of both of these 
latter propositions the board declined 
to approve either system. 


Another proposition was made to 
supply the quantity of water by an, 
improved driven-well system. This 


overture jis still under consideration, 
elthough it is questionable how any- 
one can give assurance that a supply 
of sufficient amount (2,000,000 gallons 
per twenty-four hours) is available 
anywhere below the surface in thet 
vicinity. 

All of these systems are familiar to 

sanitary engineers whose life business 
is to be informed of all the -advan- 
tages of every system ‘aud thetr reha- 
bility.< : Bui ss 8A ar cis the city 
counet!,“made up, as all city. councils 
are, of horgeshoers, land .brokers, car- 
| penters, grocerymen quasi druggists 
who pose as chemists, and a few law- 
yers, takes upon itself the responsibili- 
tv of holdine the whole matter for 
chimerical exploiters, regardless bf the 
fact that there is a_ possibility of a 
water famine during the coniing win- 
ter which may necessitate taking the 
sewage-polluted water direct from the 
Merrimac-river, -with ‘the possibility if 
infecting the inhabitants with the ba~ 
ceili of typhoid fever which was com- 
-mon. to the city before the introduc- 
‘tion of the first filtration beds. *. . 
’ And all the time througn the winter 
there .is the possibility of the adoption 
ot some impracticable scheme. upon 
the meddlesome, agitation of some lo- 
heal physician. which may lead the city 
into indefinite expense and intermin- 
able delay, with the possible — final 
abandonment of the scheme. 

It is unfortunate that th® represen~ 
tatives of the city can not use business 
judgment and rely upon the noted ex-
